COMMITTEE HEARS ATTACK ON GIRAUD. 
ELECTS JUDGE PROSKAUER PRESIDENT

NEW YORK — Pledging “every 
effort and every sacrifice to the 
winning of the war,” the 36th 
annual meeting of the American 
Jewish Committee this week 
adopted a statement urging the 
United Nations and “those. who 
shall frame the terms of peace” 
to bring relief to Jewish victims 
of Axis barbarism by effecting 
“their repatriation, rehabilitation 
and the complete restoration and 
safeguarding of their equal civil 
and religious rights.” 

The statement also affirmed the 
Committee’s desire “to cooperate 
with those Jews who wish to set- 
tle in Palestine” and approved 
for Palestine an international 
trusteeship responsible to the 
United Nations for the purposes 
of safeguarding Jewish settlement 
in and Jewish immigration into 
Palestine, protecting the funda- 
mental rights of all inhabitants 
as well as the holy places of all 
faiths, and preparing Palestine “to 
become, within a teasonable pe- 
riod of years, a_ selfgoverning 
Commonwealth.” At the same 
time it emphasized that “settle- 
ment in Palestine, although an 
important factor, cannot alone 
furnish and should not be expect- 
ed to furnish the solution of the 
problem of post-war Jewish re- 
habilitation.” 

The statement was adopted fol- 
lowing the presentation to the 
meeting of a report on overseas 
activities of the American Jewish 
Committee by George Z. Medalie. 
Describing the situation of Jews 
in various countries, Mr. Medalie 
said that “the North African sit- 
uation today is frankly distress- 
ing, nothwithstanding the sin- 
cerity of our government in its 
declared purposes with respect to 
Jews who reside there.” He 
termed “amazing” the statement 
made last week by Gen. Giraud 
that the Jewish question was an 
internal one in which the world 
as a whole has no interest, and 
declared that it is the duty of 
American Jews, together with 
other Americans, “to insist that 
what we fight for throughout the 
world shall not be mocked in one 
part of it under our control.” 

Judge Joseph M. Proskauer was 
elected president of the American

Admits Delay, Says 
Is Internal Affair 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

LONDON—Gen. Henri Giraud, 
addressing a press conference in 
North Africa, briefly but clearly 
stated his views on the question 
of rescinding the anti-Jewish 
laws which were introduced in 
Morocco and Algeria by the Vichy 
regime prior to the landing of 
American forces. 

Gen. Giraud, who is the High 
Commissioner for Freneh North 
and West Africa, emphasized that 
he considers the Jewish question 
a purely internal affair of the 
French administration. He said 
that he does not sympathize with 
the Nazi anti-Semitic theories 
which the Vichy regime carried 
out, but would not permit the 
“world as a whole” to press him 
into any action on the Jews 
which would interfere with the 
internal affairs of his regime. 

Gen. Giraud then made it clear 
that Jews in North Africa will 
get back the property which was 
confiscated from them under 
Vichy’s “Aryanization” laws, and 
that Jewish children will be re- 
admitted to the schools. “But,” 
he added, “these moves must be 
made gradually.”

Urges Laymen 
Not to Let Rabbis 
Do Their Thinking

CINCINNATI — Urging Jewish 

laymen not to allow rabbis to do 
their thinking for them, Rabbi 
Morris S. Lazaron of Baltimore, 
one of the leaders of the recently- 
formed American Council for Ju- 
daism which opposes political 
Zionism, outlined his objections 
to Zionist political activities, ad- 
dressing the 119th annual con- 
gregation dinner of the Rockdale 
Temple here. 
‘Don’t let the rabbis do your 
thinking for you,” he said. “You 
of the laity must be informed on 
this vital issue. The time has 
come to choose sides in a serious 
matter. I do not stand with po- 
litical Zionism.” He added that 
the philosophy of political Zion- 
ism “is the philosophy of despair, 
assumes that our present status is 
hopeless and that democracy is a 
failure.” 

“I object to political Zionism,” 
he said, “because it goes beyond 
the Balfour Declaration in de- 
manding (a) a Jewish army; 
(b) unlimited Jewish immigra- 
tion into Palestine with a Jewish 
commonwealth and Jewish con- 
trol there. I object to political 
Zionism because it violates the 
Atlantic Charter. I object to po- 
litical Zionism for the reason that 
—in one of the United Nations’ 
most delicate moments, when the 
fate of millions of persons other 
than Jews is at stake—political 
Zionism loudly demands Pales- 
tine for the Jews, without con- 
sideration of possible disturb- 
ance of the United Nations’ situ-
